Communism in America and How to Fight It

WE HAVE A LONG RECORD OF HOW the Communist 
Party has searched out incidents it could magnify and ex ­ 
ploit for agitation: the ev iction of a family , the arrest of a 
Negro, the proposal of a rise in city transit fares, an impend­ 
ing increase in tax es, the dismissal of a teacher, a shooting 
by law-enforcement officers. 
Some of th« cases up on which it 
has fastened have, unfortunately , 
reflected mistak es In the admin­ 
istration of justice or blemishes on 
the face of American society . The 
others were deliberately twisted by 
4 academic witch hunts,’* “ Gestap o 
brutality ,'' and such. 
As indicated 
in 
the 
p revious 
chap ter, the results obtained for 
the Party rather than for the •'vic­ 
tim " or the family of the “ m arty r" 
ate what determine the ex tent to 
which the Party will conduct its 
agitation. Will the agitation help 
the Party sm ear one of its op p o­ 
nents'* Will it help the Party gain 
recruits’ Will it bring money into 
the Party 's war chest, through a 
“ defense fund" or some other de­ 
vice? The answers to these ques­ 
tions guide the decision of the 
Party leaders regarding the agita­ 
tion. 
ONCE 
THI: 
DECISION 
HAS 
been made, the p robable first step 
is the formation of an XYZ Com­ 
mittee to Save John Doe: a com­ 
munist front, bom at 9 ,00 a rn , 
full grown by 10:30 a m., mailing 
out letters by noon. This device 
gives the illusion of organized in­ 
terest, 
focuses 
attention, 
and 
m ask s communist p articip ation. 
When starting a mass-agitation 
camp aign the Party k nows that the 
success of the tactic dep ends on 
secunng 
noncommunist 
sup p ort. 
Members contact community lead­ 
ers, such as judges, members of 
the city council, doctor*, lawy ers, 
clergy men educators, social work ­ 
ers, for statements or testimonials. 
In such cases, the communist is 
no longer a snadowy figure deep 
underground or meeting secretly 
at night. He is k nock ing on doors, 
seeing p rom inent p eop le, attending 
City council m eetings 
“ I F E E L THAT JO H S DOE HAS 
been wrongly arrested tor con­ 
victed, as th© case may be). I am 
comp elled in the interests of jus­ 
tice to demand that he be re­ 
leased," is a ty p ical testimonial 
sent to authorities and th# p ress as 
5 result of communist activity . 
The technique 
of obtaining testi­ 


monials Is to start with a fellow 
traveler, on# who will author!*# 
his nam# for any communist cam- 
p aign. Some are so “ controlled" 
that headquarters uses their names 
without consultation, even p rep ar­ 
ing their statement*. Other* are 
contacted on each occasion. 
The sp ecialists in agitation nex t 
reach out for p rominent p ersons 
k nown to be sy mp athizers with 
some sp ecial cause. These m ay be 
officers of communist “ front" or­ 
ganizations. Their imp osing official 
titles mak e them good signer* for 
the Party s p urp ose. Finally , th* 
sp ecialist reaches down among un­ 
susp ecting 
noncommunists, 
the 
contacts 
being 
made 
either 
in 
p erson or on th# telep hone. The 
conversation would run something 
lik e this: 
“ MR. X, I’M SO AXD SO FROM 
the XYZ Committee to Save John 
Doe. I was just over at Mr. Y s 
office. You k now him don't y ou?" 
"Yes ” will come the rep ly . That 
gets the interview off to a good 
start. 
"This is a case I am sure will 
interest y ou. You are a lawy er and 
here it an individual who is the 
victim of injustice . . . Have y ou 
heard about it?" 
“ No." That s good, th* field is 
clear for the communist to p resent 
whatever 
ly ing 
statem ents 
he 
wants to use to rop e in the p ros­ 
p ect. 
He goes on. “ Dr. F, Rsv, O. 
etc. have given statement* . , 
THE MAX SIGNS, ANOTHER 
v ictim . Did he k now the com­ 
munist identity of the solicitor? 
No. Did he k now that the XYZ 
Committee to Save John Doe was 
a communist front? No. Did he 
realize that by mak ing the state­ 
ment he was aiding the commu­ 
nist movement? No! 
For sincere, honest reasons of 
their own .entirely unrelated to 
communism, 
m a n y 
individuals 
may sup p ort John Doe. To call 
them communist# is an injustice, 
but it is not unjust to p oint out 
that the Party alway s seek s to 
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ex p loit such p ersonal convictions 
for p artisan p rop aganda. 
The 
letterhead 
of 
the 
“ XYZ 
Committee to Save John Doe" will 
p robably have an imp ressive list 
of names. In an instance cited 
in a p revious chap ter, the Party * 
New York organ, The Daily Work ­ 
er, announced the formation of 
an 
“ Emergency 
Civil 
Liberties 
Committee" 
with 
150 
founders 
from 39 States, including 50 who 
were educators, clergy men and 
members of other influential p ro­ 
fessions—law, science, medicine, 
the theater. 
COMMUNIST STRATEGY die 
tate* that the cause of commu­ 
nism must be link ed with as many 
elements in society as p ossible.

their communities. 
Th* more widely k nown the p er­ 
son. the better for the communists 
ex p loitation of him. 
Circulating p etitions is another 
favorite communist technique for 
cap turing noncommunist sup p ort. 
A TOUNG WOMAN STANDS on 
th* sidewalk . A housewife, carry ­ 
ing a p ack age, come# out of the 
grocery store. 
“ Pardon m e," the y oung wom­ 
an say s, ap p roaching her. “ W’ould 
n’t y ou lik e to help a y oung man 
win his freedom?" 
The ap p eal is attractive. The 
housewife stop s, “We have a p et! 
ti on to the governor ask ing for 
th# release of John Doe. 
He's 
sentenced to die . . .” 
* The housewife look s at the p eti­ 
tion. It contains nothing commu­ 
nist. There is no ham m er or sick le 
or mention of Russia. It is just 
a statement that w* the under­

a lot by signing . . . ," she is 
told. She signs. So do thousands

The cases of Sacco and Vanzetti, 
the Scottsboro boy s, the “ M artins­ 
ville Seven." and “ the Trenton 
Six ." were cited p reviously as ex ­ 
amp les of communist agitation. To 
the P arty 's p urp oseful agitators, 
tile conviction of the Rosenbergs 
for treason was simp ly another 
cap italistic “ frame-up ." 
Camp aigns involving court cases 
as a general rule p rovide the most 
sustained agitation.

The hour of judicial decision or 
ex ecution nears. The dram a is 
heightened. “ Pray er meetings" are 
held by communists, who do not 
believe in p ray er 
THEN THE SUPER CLIMAX: A 
"vigil.” 
The 
comrades start 
a 
marching line, twenty -four hours 
around the clock , 
d e m a n d i n g 
“ m ercy ," “ clemency ." One day , 
two day s, five day s, twelve day s, 
the line moves back and forth in 
front of the governor's mansion, 
or 
more 
dram atic, 
the 
White 
House. 
Placards read: “ Mercy for John 
Doe." “ Mr. Governor, Don’t You 
Have a H eart?" Any testimonials 
secured from p rominent individu­ 
als bob and weave in the marching 
line.

THERE MAY BE SOME atten­ 
tion given by the agitators in the 
p ost-imp risonment stage but most 
of the p rop aganda value of the 
case to the Party is gone when 
this stage is reached. If the "vic­ 
tim " is dead, “ memorial" services 
may occasionally be held for arti­ 
cles written about his “heroism" 
or “ marty rdom ." 
In esp ionage cases, the Party 
agitation tactic may be designed 
to induce the arrested p erson to 
think he is a "m arty r” and hence 
that 
any 
coop eration 
with 
the 
American 
government, 
such 
as 
imp licating others or giving vital 
information, would be a betray al. 
Better to have him ex ecuted than 
to let him be alive to ex p ose other 
communists, is a Party tenet. 
Obviously these camp aigns are 
also designed to dramatize commu­ 
nists and their fronts as “ cham ­ 
p ions” of the masses. They foster 
the illusion that these individuals 
are p rogressive, enlightened, and 
humanitarian, acting in the best 
interests of free p eop le. 
THAT, OF COURSE, IS AN illu­ 
sion. The real motive is to p re­ 
p are 
both the 
Party and non 
communist society for revolution­ 
ary action. Members gain ex p e­ 
rience in mass work : p rop aganda 
and 
agitation, 
organizing social 
discontent, guiding large numbers. 
Leadership , discip line, and organi 
zational structure can be tested. 
Moreover communists want to 
mak e work ers and the 
masses 
class-conscious, 
accep ting 
t he 
Party as their leader (in Party 
term s 
called 
radicalizing 
the 
masses). Sow seeds of discontent;

y ears has demonstrated that ev­ 
ery time communists are able to 
avert justice through technicali­ 
ties there is not only jubilation in 
Party circles but also increased 
urgings for more brazen Party 
action.
